A Proclamation for ſuppreſsing of light Golde. 


Hereas by Our Proclamation dated the one and thirtieth day 


of July laſt, voee did expzeſſe Our pzincelycare and earneſt deſire to 
reduce Our Gold Coinetooneequall pꝛite and value. and to fozbeare 
the ſtamping of any moꝛe of thoſe vnequall Coynes, Which were 
found not to be ſo vſefull foz Our Subtects ; with this pzoutſion ne- 
uerthelefſe, Thatſuch as then were already toyned ſhould continue 
of the ſame valne they then were, allowing certaine remedies and a⸗ 
2 batements vpon euery piete grtater oꝛ leſſer reſpectinely, which Re- 
i * nedies, if any piece of the ſaid Gold Coynes then already toyned, ſhould be found to exteed, wee 
ane free libertie to all and euery Our louing Subleces, to refuſe the ſame in paiment at their 
| } vil Hand pleaſure, thereby to take away (as much as poſſible might be) all oppoꝛtunitie and en- 
2 5 uragement from offenders, to Clip, wach, and diminiſh the laid Coynes, which then were, and 
; noware generally much fallen by ſuch vnlawfull and wicked pzactiſes from their firſt true value 
l and goodnelle: All which Our xoyallcare and pꝛouiſion notwithſtanding, tending lo much to 
Je weale of Our people, we finde the ſame to be ſo greatly neglected,as in ſtead of making vſe of 
at liberty, which was then giuen them of refuſing luch light Gold moneys afozementioned,as 
| u bent the nemedies allowed by Our ſaid Pꝛoclamation, they doe now foꝛ the moſt part 
wo in payments tndifferently and pzomiſcuouſly all ſuch Coynes whatſoener, tendzedvnto 
them, without weighing 02 examining the true value and goodneſſe thereof, as werefit, and as 
| [7 hey ought to doe: which ſtrange negligence we in Our pzincely wiledome and pzomdencecon- 
| . ſdering and obleruing that neither the regard of their own mantfeſtloſſe and detriment, which 
dq er luſtaine by luch impaired anddiminiſhed Coynes,noz Our earneſt deſire to haue them moze 
4 * carefull,(not obſcurely intimated alſo in Our laid Pꝛotlamation ) tan anything pꝛeuaile to haue ſo 
= foulean abuſe redꝛeſled, as with care and diligente it might eaſily be. we therfoꝛe not pet giuing 
duer the care and welfare of Hur louing Subietts, euen in their particular intereſts, but withall, 
" entringinto a moꝛe ſerious conſideration how far this great abule may concerne the ſtate of Our 
” Realmein general, by the tontinuall waſte and conſumption of all the Currant Money within 
” OurRealme. ifſome ſtricter courſe be not taken to pzenent the miſchiefe, are now conſtrainedin 
regard of Our Subiects long negligence of their own tommodity. in lieu ofthat which Hur foꝛ⸗ 
mer pꝛotlamation left in a maner to liberty and cholte, to lay vpon Our Subietts a Charge and 
Commandement to accept and refuſe payment ot the ſaid light Coynes in terteine tales. and bp- 
* oncerteine conditions, but with that moderation x reſpect, as ſhall by a very ſmallpzeſent dam- 
nage pꝛeuent allmilchiefes that can hereafter fallvponchem in this tale: And therloze do here.

pp ſtraitly charge and foꝛbid vpon paine ok contempt and incurringofOur high vilpleaſure; 
That no manner of perſon oꝛ perſons within this Our Realmeof-England, from and after 
 Midſomer next comming in any County of Our Realme doe pzeſume to take oz reteiue, oꝛ de⸗ 
liner in payment any piete of Our Gold Coyne currant within thisRealme,and fozmerly by Us 
aduanced at the rates afozeſayd,being clipped, waſhed oz by any other means vnlawfully dimini⸗ 
ſhed, oꝛ lacking of the iuſt weight thereof, otherwiſe thenattoꝛding to the Rates hereafter ſene- 
rally expꝛeſſed, and with the allowance of the remedies ſetdowne in Our fozmer P2oclamation,

All which remedies ſhallbe allowed in euery piete actoꝛdingly, and no deduction oꝛ abates 
ment to bee made foꝛ the ſame, but to paſſe as ił it were of full weight and iuſt valew. But il 
an luch piece of Coyne, lacking ol his true weight aboue the laid remedies befoze expꝛeſſed, 
hall from t after Midſomer next tomming be olkered in patment by any perſonoz perſons with⸗ 
ln this Hur Nealme, Our Will and pleaſure then is, that foꝛ ſo many graines moꝛe 02 leſſe, as 
the piete ſhall be lighter then the remedie, ſo as afozeſaid allowed, euery perſon oz perſons, that 
ſio offereth the lame in paiment, ſhall alſo atthe ſame time pay and allow, after the rate of two 
+ pence the graine to him that recetueth it, foꝛ euery graine wanting aboue the remedies reſpectine- 
| ly; And euery perſon oꝛ perlons, to whom the lame is offered to be payde with thoſe allo wan⸗ 
tes, ſhallaccept the ſame in paiment astftheſame were full and iuſt weight, any thing contained 
in dur foꝛmer pꝛoclamation to thetontrary notwithſtanding. Pꝛouided alwayes, that if any 
uch piete of Gold, ſo offered in paiment after the time afozeſaid, ſhall want aboue the number of 
ſo many moꝛe graines then are allowed foꝛ the remedies reſpectinely, as it the piece of twentie 
and two ſhillings ſhall want moꝛe then thꝛee graines aboue the remedie allowed, oz the piece of 
tleuen ſhillings moꝛe then two graines aboue the remedie, e lo of all the reſt reſpectinely; Then 
Our Ropall will and pleaſure is, that in all paiments betweene partie and partie, the ſame ſhall 
mot onely be refuſed without all redemption, but that euery perſon and perſons to whom ſuch 
tender of paiments ſhal be made, ſhal bꝛand the ſame, by ſtriking a hole at his and their pleaſure, 
m euery ot the laid pieces lo offered in paiment, as likewiſe of any other piece that ſhall be found 
ſowdered oꝛ bnlawfully tmbaſed: readzing thoſe pietes ſo ſtricken thoꝛow, then pzeſently after- 
”. wards to the Owners thereofagaine accozdiugas was oꝛdered by a Pꝛotlamation made by Sur 
Deare Siſter the late Queene Elizabeth in the nine z twentieth vere of her Reigne vpon the like 
I occaſion. Pzomded alſo, and me doe hereby declare Gur intention and expꝛeſſe pleaſureto be. that 
tt. any of Our louing Subiects ſhall hereafter bꝛing any Golde to be coyned at Our Mint, he and 
e chall haue a iuſt x fall returne thereot, without diminntion by weight, oz by number, at the 
tlettion ot him, that ſhall receine the ſame actoꝛding to Our fozmer Pꝛotlamation, dated the one c 
tirtieth day of July laſt, dedutting foꝛ the coynage ; Alluring our Selle, that ſince we haue here 
" byginenſo large and luffitient a time foz Our good Subtects to dilabuſe themlelues by ridding 
their hands of thoſe light pietes of Golde which deceiue and endammage the whole Kingdome, 
| they will betwirt the Date ofthis Pꝛotlamation and Midſomer ſo pꝛouide, by timely ſending in 
- ofthatCoyne into Our Mint, as may beſt ſtand with their indemnitie, leſt that the glut of ma-

king allthat light Coyne to bee Bullion after the ſayd time, may not onely pꝛaue hurtfull but in a „ 
manner vnpoſſible vnto them, inte Wee are relolued ( foꝛ the tender tare we haue ol Our &ub | * 
ſects good) that this Our Pꝛotlamation ſhalbe put to a reall and full execution. 

And whereas by Sur ſaid fozmer Pꝛotlamation, we were pleaſedto notiſie vnto all Pur lo⸗ 
ung Hubiects how careful We were alter the example like wile of Sur ſaiddeare Siſter, the late 
Queene in the laid nine and twentieth veare ol her Raigne) to giue oꝛder to the Maſter ol Our 

Mint, fo pzeparing a ſufficient number of tuſt waights and ballantes, with true and vpzight 
graines and halfe graines foꝛ the remedies and abatements afoꝛeſaid, to haue them ina readineſſe 

befoze the firſt of September laſt paſt, to be deliuered at reaſonable pꝛites, to be rated by Pur 
Commiſlioners foꝛ Our Treaſury,oz Trealurer ot England foꝛ the time being, to all ſuch Hur 
| . Sublectsas ſhould require the ſame, with expzeſſe commandement, that the chiefe Officers in 
all Our Cities, Bozoughes, and Townes Cozpozate of this Our Realmeof England, and 
Pancipalitte of ales, ſhould befoꝛe the laſt day of Septemberlaſt paſt, pꝛouide to haue one paire 

ofthe ſaid waights ſuffiient at the hands of the ſaid Maſter ofour Mint, within eueryſuch City, 
Boꝛough, and Towne ctoꝛpoꝛate, well and ſafely to be kept, foꝛ tryall of the waight of the ſaide 
Copnes, as otcaſion ſhalbe : which neuerthelelle, we vnderſtandis neglected,and though the laid 
Maſter of Our Mint, hath perfoꝛmed that which belonged to his dutie and office, in making pꝛe⸗ 
paration accoꝛding as we inioyned him, and that the laid waights and ballantes are reaſona⸗ 

diy rated by our Commillioners foꝛ the Treaſury, Het hath not any oꝛ very few, repaired vnto 
him foꝛ ſuch ballantes and waights, By meanes whereof,all Our endenour and Paincely care 
fluoꝛthe good and weale of our Subiects in this particular, is likely to bee fruſtrated and of little 
ttfett. Me doe thereloꝛe hereby once againe, lay our expꝛeſle charge and commandement vpon 
All rye mo cpiete Officers ul Our Cities, 25020ughes, ano Townes cozpozate of this Our 
| Realme of England, and Pzincipalitie of Wales, that befoze the foure and twentieth day of 
June next, they doe without falle pꝛouide themſelues ofſach waights and ballances with vp- 

right graines and halfe graines, which We haue cauſed to bee marked and ſtricken with an 
Crowned, at the hands of the Maſter of Our Mint, to beſafely kept within euery ſuch Citie , 
Vorough, and Towne cozpozate, accozdingasin Our foꝛmer Pzoclamation it is oꝛdered: And 
Weltraightly foꝛbid all Our Subietts and others whatſoeuer,to haue, oꝛ vſe any other waights 

then as afozeſaid foꝛ the ſaid Coynes of Gold, remedies, oz abatements , oz any ot them, as they 


will anſ were the contrary at their vttermoſt perill.
